Statement of services for which the Certificate has 
been awarded 

In pursuance of an information that smugglers 
with contraband smuggled from Pakistan would 
cross Viram T. Crossing, the Customs Preventive 
party of which Shri Gurdev Singh was a member 
conducted nakabandi there on 30th May, 1981 
at about 13.50 hours. The naka party noticed 
two persons riding a motor cycle coming from 
Pakistan side at top speed. When the said persons 
came near the naka point they were signalled to 
stop. But instead of speeding down to stop, the 
two motor cyclists rather accelerated the speed of 
the motor cycle and crossed the naka point. As 
soon as they crossed the naka point, Shri Gurdev 
Singh, Inspector, immediately rushed towards his 
motor cycle, started it and asked other members 
of the party to sit behind on the pillion of the 
motor cycle. Thereafter he gave a hot chase to the 
two suspects and in a short while approached near 
them. The alleged smugglers also noticed the chase 
and accelerated the speed even higher in order to 
escape. In their attempt to escape they tried to 
negotiate a turn towards Virum village at the same 
speed which they could not manage and resultantly 
the vehicle i.e. motor cycle, they were riding]dnv- 
ing, over-turned. They immediately abandoned the 
motor cycle there and started running in the fields 
nereby. Shri Gurdev Singh, Inspector, after reach¬ 
ing this point also parked his motor cycle and 
ran after the two suspects leaving behind others 
to follow him in order to foil the bid of the sus¬ 
pects to escape. Being an athlete, Shri Gurdev 
Singh approached the two suspects after a short 
while. One of them was carrying a 12 bore double 
barrel gun and the other a small package. The 
miscreants sensing trouble and in a bid to avoid 
caputre fired at Shri Gurdev Singh. Fortunately, 
Shri Gurdev Singh narrowly escaped. Undeterred 
by this incident and without caring for the lethal 
^weapon (the miscreants possessed, Shri Gurdev 
Singh continued the chase without caring for his 
life. The second person sensing more trouble threw 
the packet he was holding in the fields and ran 
at top speed for his safety. In the meanwhile the 
other suspect with the gun was again loading it. 
But without caring for the gun Shri Gurdev Singh 
approached nearer to him in a bid to apprehend 
him. When Shri Gurdev Singh was about to ap¬ 
prehend him, the gun-man again fired. This time 
the aim did not miss and Shri Gurdev Singh was 
hit with several sprinkles of the cartridges which 
pierced through his entire body. Consequently he 
fell down on the ground with several injuries on 
his body. The two suspects took full advantage
